The  Autumn  season  is  on  full  swing  and  the  people  of  our  busy  city  are 
beginning  to  arrange  their  calendar  of  engagements  for  the  next  six  months. 
It  is  a  pertinent  question  to  ask:  Is  Religion  included  in  their  program?  Have 
they  considered  a  little  time  and  room  for  God  in  their  lives?  In  view  of  the 
unprecedented  conditions  of  stress  and  turmoil  around  us  and  within  us  this 
becomes  a  matter  of  vital  importance.  When  a  banker,  before  making  a  leap 
into  eternity  leaves  a  note  with  this  content:  “Unless  the  world  returns  to 
God,  there  is  no  hope  in  life” — the  question  assumes  the  character  of  a  practical 
and  immediate  urgency. 

Based  upon  facts  of  tragic  experience  the  writer  appeals  to  his  own  people 
to  consider  their  wellbeing  in  the  higher  values  of  the  spirit.  There  are  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  Jews  in  this  city  who  have  barely  a  nodding  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  God.  They  attend  on  New  Year’s  Day  and  Atonement  Day,  send  in 
their  visiting  cards,  as  it  were,  chat  for  a  few  moments,  pay  their  respects  to 
the  Almightly  and,  are  through  for  the  year.  Drugged  by  the  poison  of  con¬ 
ceit  or  by  the  views  of  undigested  knowledge  they  become  alienated  from 
worship,  estranged  from  the  sanctuary  and  consequently  fail  to  touch  the 
wondrous  fountain  of  Religious  faith. 

God  comes  not  nearer  to  man  than  man  comes  to  Him.  If  you  seek 
Him  He  is  near.  If  you  shun  Him,  He  fades  into  air.  Divine  worship  is  an 
act  of  grace  toward  self  and  others.  It  is  holy  communion  of  reason  and 
conscience.  It  is  a  rationally  conceived  and  spiritually  approved  social  obli¬ 
gation.  See  that  it  aims  to  accomplish  for  you  and  your  family:  To  give  you 
a  restful  diversion  from  your  toil  and  moil.  To  stimulate  your  thoughts  and 
feelings  upon  the  higher  issues  of  life.  To  invigorate  and  quicken  your  spirit 
through  song  and  service,  litany  and  lecture.  To  keep  warm  your  life-sus¬ 
taining  faith  in  God  and  humanity.  To  lend  you  poise  and  dignity  in  pros¬ 
perity  and  supply  you  with  a  prop  and  fortitude  in  adversity. 

Attend  service  regularly  and  you  will  reap  a  harvest  of  joy  and  peace..
